Report of the Board of Health. 


All towns in the state are now required by law to appoint and 
maintain a board of health. About the last of October diphtheria 
appeared in the family of William E. Young, consisting of himself, 
wife and five children, resulting in the death of the youngest child, 
five cases occurred in the family, covering a period of several weeks. 
The family was quarantined and came under the supervision of the 
board of health. At the termination of the cases the house was 
disinfected. It was thought best to use the new disinfectant, ‘‘Form- 
aldehyde,” a gas now being used by health officers, and highly 
recommended by good authority. Having no generator to manufac- 
ture the ‘*‘ Formaldehyde” and learning that Claremont owned one, we 
employed the Claremont board of health to do the disinfecting, ° 
which we considered the least expensive and most efficient. The 
length of time intervening between the first and last case necessitated 
a long quarantine, and consequently a proportionate expense.

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Report on Town History. 


We are able to report that the work of collecting and arranging 
material for the Town History is making steady progress The 
inscriptions upon all the public and private cemeteries in town have 
been taken and tabulated; the town records for over a hundred years 
carefully examined and sifted; a large amount of biographical 
and genealogical history collected; in fact the work done cannot be 
itemized or made to appear in this brief report. As has been re- 
ferred to in last year’s report, the history of the town will be the 
history of its inhabitants or families. Genealogy is the part, in this 
history, which the committee desire to make as complete as possible. 
To get the genealogy of the old families who once lived here, but 
their descendants all gone from town and scattered, will require time 
and patience. ‘The committee beg leave to say that they are pursu- 
ing the work, in view of the limited appropriations made for the 
purpose, with the utmost economy, taking but a small fraction of 
pay for the work actually done. To do this work at all it must be 
done in this way. 

It is less than eighteen months since actual work was begun, 
but such preparatory work has been completed, that it is expected 
that the coming year will show a progress very far in excess of what 
has been done. ‘The materials for a good history will be collected 
in a reasonable length of time, but what will delay us will be the 
delay of families in not making or fillig out their own family 
records. Itis again urgently requested that all fill out the record 
blanks which they have, or procure them from the committee, if 
they have not got them. All the records of the families now living 
in this town should be filled out and placed in the hands of the 
committee by the first of July. This we strongly urge.

We have during the year placed Physiologies in all the schools 
and changed Grammars. The Metealf’s Grammar which we in- 
troduced is an excellent work and we have seen a marked im- 
provement in the study of language. We have also changed the 
writing books, introducing the vertical writing, having satisfied our- 
selves that it was easier to learn and the most natural mode ot 
writing and soon to be generally used. We believe in giving the 
scholars the advantage of the latest books as far as practical. 

Our schools have been successful as a whole. Our teachers in 
most instances have accomplished all we could expect and have 
combined good instruction and good government. It has been our 
aim to keep our old teachers as far as possible in their respective 
schools. 

Our school houses are in very good repair. Two or three need 
painting, one new furniture. We have maintained 24 terms of 
school in 12 different houses, 253 weeks, employing eleven female 
and three male teachers. Whole number of pupils registered : 
boys, 99, girls, 83; total, 182.
